Stocks  of  9  major  items  of  canned  fruits  held  by  packers  December  1, 
1953  v;ere  9  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  though  total  output  of 
canned' fruits  in  1953  was  only  slightly  larger.    On  January  9,  195^ 
stocks  of  canned  citrtis  juices  held  by  Florida  packers  v/ere  about  5  per- 
cent smaller  than  a  year  earlier  despite  some  increase  in  pack  so  far 
in  the  1953'-5^  season.

"by  -frozen  concentrate  for  lemonadeg  v;hich  rose  60  percent  to  91  million 
pounds.

Vith  stocks  of  fi:ozen  orange  conqentrate  considerably  smaller  last 
fall  t^an  a  year  previously  ai^d  Florida  citrus  maturing  a  little  earlier 
than  %n  195  2,  production  of  frozen  citrus  juices  in  Florida  ,s  tar  ted  a  few 
v/eeks  sooner  tjhan  in  the  fall  of  1952,    By  January  9,  195^»  output  of 
orange  concentrate  \tfas  12«8  million  gallons  compared  with  60^+  million 
by  that  date  in  1952».  Small  o^uantities  of  frozen  tangerine  juice, 
blended  orange  and  grapefruit  juice,  ^nd  grapefruit  juice  also  had  been 
packedo    Prices  paid  growers  for  oranges  for  making  into  frozen  concentrate 
were  slightly  lower  in  .early  195^  than  a  year  earlier. 

Per  capita  consuipption  of  frozen  deciduous  fruits,  berries,  and

Total  cold  storage  holdings  of  frozen  fruits  and  fruit  juices  on 
December  31f  1953  were  about  576  million  pounds,  27  percent  larger  than 
a  year  earlier.    Among  major  items  in  storage,  increases  over  a  year 
earlier  were  as  follov/s:    Raspberries,  57  percent;  cherries  5^  percent; 
orange  juice,  23  percent;  strawberries,  1^  percent;  and  apples,  17  percent.
